pleaſed to enjoin the fixing our Thoughts up- 
on this Article, and making a ſerious Profeſſion 
of it, at every Approach to the Throne of 
Gras, at the very ſolemn Seaſons of imme- 
diate Application to an Omniſcient and All- 
powful Being. WEN vs RAV, ſay, our Fa- 
ther which art in Heaven.

Bur, before theſe Conſiderations are fur- 


cher urged, it may not be improper, very

effectual Methods to alleviate and remove that 
great Variety of painful Infirmities attendant 
upon this State of Mortality: A Scheme, con- 
trived with equal Prudence and Humanity, 

to communicate the important Bleſſing of 


Health with all its valuable Comforts, to * 
who are languiſhing with dickneſs, or tor- 


mented with racking Pains : Happieſt Ex- 
change that can upon Earth befal the Sons of 


Adam ] healthful Eaſe for grievous, Tortures ; 
Strength for Weakneſs ; Liberty for fore Con- 
finement ; Joy for Sorrow! 


"Tis . Scheme to abate and 1 Org the 
double Weight of Indigence and Pain ; to re- 


move the combined Diſtreſs of Sickneſs and 
Poverty too ; either of which alone, thoſe, 


who have felt either, well know to be a levere 
and heavy Viſitation, 

Tis a generous but careful Contrivance to 
aſſiſt, with tender and effectual Sympathy, 
e ad ſubſtantial Miſery; where deceitful 
Idleneſs, Fraud and Impoſture can never be 


employed to abuſe or pervert the Deſign of 
Charity. 


T is kindly at ſeaſonably to ellos the 
moſt affecting Objects of Compaſſion, diligent, 


uſeful,

uſeful Manu acTurERs, whoſe laborious Days 
are conſumed in the Service of their Country; 
and to furniſh you with the many Entertain- 
ments of a plentiful and eaſy Condition ; 


whoſe conſtant Induſtry, in full Health, ac- 


quires only a ſcanty Proviſion for e e 
and their Families: But now, when the ad- 


ditional Expence of Sickneſs comes upon 


them, this very Circumſtance, that demands 
a larger Fund, puts a full Stop to their former 


Labour; and by an unhappy Reverſe, when 


preſſing Neceſſity demands the moſt, the uſual 


Endeavours, unfortunately interrupted, can 


procure the leaſt, if any Supply. 

Taz other Objects of this well-comiced 
Charity are a very valuable and uſeful Body of 
People, the SEAMEN IN MzxcyanT-SERvice: 
who paſs through great Toil and Danger, to 
continue and extend that Commerce, upon 


which the Wealth, the Power and the Ho- 
nour of the Nation depend ; and from whence 
the Superiority of the Rich and Great is in- 
tirely derived or ſupported : Deſtitute of all 


public Proviſion, they are delivered up by 
divine Providence to your private Charity and 
Compaſſion, to your Prudence and juſtice, 


for ſome Relief under thoſe grievous Diſtem-

mates thro' which they paſs, and the numerous 
Hardſhips, which they, for the public Good,

ENCOURAGEMENT and Support, in every ne- 
ceſſary Form, are wiſely adminiſtred, at every 
Juncture, to theſe beneficial Member of the 
Community; beneficial indeed, for to them 
every Individual in the Kingdom ſtands in- 
i debted, not only for the general Strength and 
[ Riches procured by their Fatigue and Hazards, 
1n carrying into Foreign Countries the various 
| Produce of their own ; but for importing 
likewiſe many uſeful Commodities for the 
j Comfort, the Convenience and Support of 
[i Lite ; and among theſe, it may be allowed 
| upon this Occaſion to mention particularly, 
. what is called the Materia Medica, different 
Species of Medicinal Drugs of greateſt Effi- 
| cacy and moſt general Uſe.. Nor is any Return 
of Gratitude more natural than to beſtow on 
them, in their Neceſſity and Sickneſs, ſome 
ſmall Portion of thoſe Medicines, which, with 
much Peril to themſelves, they brought from 
[ far to remove your Pains, and reſtore your 
| Health when impaired, 
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Assis rANcE and Relief ſuch Perſons may 
at all Times, with Reaſon, expect; but the 


preſent critical Conjuncture demands a particu- 


lar Regard and Encouragement, where beſides 


the common Accidents of the Ocean, they 
muſt hazard the Loſs of Limbs, of Liberty, 


of Life. In theſe Circumſtances, the De- 


ſtruction of Seamen muſt unavoidably be 
greater, at the ſame Time that our Situation 


demands the Aſſiſtance of larger Numbers. 
Every Scheme, every Contrivance, in this 
View, appears laudable and requiſite, in an 
uncommon Manner, to reſtore their Health, 
and preſerve thoſe necell lary Lives, which, as 
Circumſtances require, muſt be withdrawn 
from Mercantile Engagements, and unavoida- 
bly employed, not to carry abroad or bring 
home Conveniences or Superfluities, but to ſe- 


cure our very Being; to protect the Com- 


merce; to defend the Religion, the Laws, 
and Liberty of our Country; to preſerve our 
Lives and Subſtance, now ſo perfidiouſſy me- 
naced and attacked by our natural and inve- 
terate Enemies, envious of our Happineſs, and 
conſtantly meditating our Deſtruction, 

Or what public Utility, of what general 
Importance and Neceſſity it is to preſerve both

theſe Orders of Men, tis needleſs to urge; 
there is however a Circumſtance of more pri- 
vate Intereſt and Advantage, which, as every 
_ Conſideration ſhould be offered to ſupport a 

Deſign ſo humane and beneficial, may not 
improperly be mentioned ; and that is, the ve- 
ry great Abatement theſe falutary Inſtitutions 
muſt make in Parochial Taxations, the legal 
Proviſions for the Poor; Burdens, which even 
with this Alleviation and Aſſiſtance in man 
Places, with great Difficulty, are ſcarce ſuſ- 
tained. And if that heavy Weight was in- 
creaſed by the additional Expence of providing 
for thoſe Multitudes of diſtreſſed Objects, 
MORE THAN Four Trousand of which re- 
ceived comfortable Relief the laſt Year only, 
in this ſingle Infirmary ; might not ſuch an 
Increaſe of Charge prove too burdenſome to 
be long defray d? For the higher the demand 
riſes, inferior People of ſmall Subſtance would 
be leſs able to pay their Quota; and when 
ever the Proportion reaches beyond their Abi- 
lities, inſtead of giving greater Aſſiſtance, 
they muſt themſelves require ſome Abatement 
and Relief, till the growing Numbers and en- 


larged Expence of the Poor become quite 
inſupportable.

Bur enough of the uſeful Intention and De- 
ſign of this charitable Inſtitution; the Con- 
duct and Management whereof equally deſerve 
your Approbation. How well this difficult 
and extenſive Charity is regulated, with what 
ſtrict OEconomy, with what prudent and ſuc- 
ceſsful Care it is conducted, appears with full 
Evidence from Facts that are public and in- 
conteſtable. It need not therefore be repeated, 


that the Method of Cure here proſecuted by 


an united Charity, is much more beneficial 


and diffuſive, than if it were diſperſed in ſepa- 


rate and diſtin& Donations; extends to many 


more Objects, and aſſiſts them all in a more 


- ſpeedy and effectual Manner: That by this 


conjun& Diſpoſition, the Poor enjoy much 
better Advice, more exact Regimen, more 


wholeſome and proper Food, than can be ob- 
tained or expected, by any Method of private 


and particular Relief, which long Experience 


proves more chargeable, leſs certain, leſs ex- 
peditious, and liable to much Miſapplication. 


Nox need it be again repreſented, with what 
peculiar and diſtinguiſh'd Compaſſion the 


diſtreſſed Patients are here treated, who, while 
the greateſt Care is taken for the Welfare both 
of Soul and Body, are received within theſe 
charitable Walls, without any Demand at their 

CG Admiſſion: : 
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Admiſſion : And as they are totally exempted 
from all preſent Payments, ſo are they free 
from any Requiſition of Security againſt future 
Contigencies, which muſt unavoidably preſs 
the ſoreſt upon Miſery that is moſt neceſſitous 
and friendleſs. 
Tux well deſerved Aubin this excel- 
lent Charity has univerſally received; and the 
happy Progreſs, which by God's good Provi- 
dence, it has already made, is a perſuaſive 
Inducement to enlarge and compleat, the great 
and extenſive Deſign. Such Succeſs, while 
it redounds to the e affords a rational 
and noble Satisfaction to any diſtinguiſh'd Cha- 
racer that has appeared its public and uſeful 
Patron; and gives juſt Encouragement to imi- 
tate the ludeble- Example of its peculiar 
Friends and Advocates. 

H:cnLy prudent it certainly was, in the In- 
fancy of this Scheme, not to form a Plan too 
large and extenſive; leſt the appearing im- 
practicable at firſt View, ſhould create Diſcou- 
ragement and fruſtrate thewhole Undertaking.

Beſides many others who 


have received all the Relief their ſeveral Caſes 


would admit. 


From ſuch agreeable Experience it fully ap- 


pears, that this well-contrived and well-execu- 


ted Project is truly beneficial to our afflicted 


Brethren, the Children of our Father in Hea- 
ven: But yet great Numbers of theſe poor Suffe- 
rers remain languiſhing at Home both in Want 
and Pain, (melancholy Conſideration!) deſti- 


tute of Food as well as Phyſick; ſome not hav- 


ing Strength to reſort to the Hoſpital as often 


as their mournful Caſe requires Attendance 
there; and others, where the Effects of theopen 
Air might prove fatal, are unable to defray the 
Expence of a warmer Conveyance: At beſttheſe

the Benefit of the actual, repeated Inſpection of 


the Phyſician, his ſeaſonable Obſervation of 
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Changes that happen in the Progreſs of a 
Caſe, the ſudden Turn or Crifis of a Diſtem- 
per. And in Fact, many ſtubborn Complaints 


haye been ſpeedily removed by the Regularity 
and ſkilful Relief to be met with in theſe 
Places : Complaints that have long baffled all 
Attempts at Home; conſumed, in vain, the 
Subſtance of the poor Sufferer, and exhauſted 


the private Charity of his Friends. 


TRE Number of diſconſolate Creatures, who, 
as it were, are chained down to Miſery ; con- 


fined, oppreſſed, deſtroyed, by the double 
Load of Poverty and Sickneſs, appears to be 


much more conſiderable, than is generally ap- 
prehended, or conſidered by too many, who 


paſs their chearful Days in Health and Plenty.

Retirement and Ceſſation from Buſineſs; which 
their hard Condition, that requires the Sup-

plies of conſtant Induſtry, will rarely per- | 
mit. 

AND in caſe of ſudden Accidents, broken 
Limbs, ſore Contuſions and other Calamities, 
that require almoſt inſtantaneous Aſſiſtance, it 
would adminiſter great Comfort and the beſt 

Relief to theſe unfortunate Sufferers, if they 
could be ſure, in all Events, of a Reſort to a 

Place of Reception and Cure. As far as 

the preſent Extent of the Infirmary will allow, 
ſuch Objects have always found a free 4. 
ſion; but enlarging its Bounds would remove 
thegreat Difficulties that frequently occur upon 
theſe preſſing Occaſions. 

Aluos r incredible it is, how often the 

Doors even of this Houſe of Mercy, generous

when thepreſent narrow Boundaries can receive

direct, apply and improve thoſe pious and be- 
nevolent Diſpoſitions, which are excited in the

there are of Royal Endowment, and eſtabliſhed Revenue, and o- 
thers of more modern Inſtitution, erected and ſupported by the 


generous and voluntary Contributions of good and well-diſpoſed 


Perſons z but all theſe are by Experience known to be no ways 
adequate to the Numbers that ſeek Aſſiſtance from them; for 
as they can take in no more Patients than they have Beds, or 


give Medicine to more than their Income will allow, many 


oe unhappy Creatures muſt be unavoidably loſt. For *tis a 


Truth well known, that tho? the City of London is more popu- 
lous, and by its Trade and Navigation, the labouring Part 


thereof are more ſubject to Accidents and Diſeaſes than the com-

Accounts, that the Hotel Dieu alone contains more Patients at 


one time than all our Hoſpitals and Infirmaries together. If 
ſuch Proviſion is made for the diſeaſed Inhabitants of Paris, thoſe 
of London more immediately require our Regard ; particularly, 


the Britiſp Manufacturers and Seamen, as they are the chief Sup- 


Port of both our foreign and domeſtick Trade. U 
The Strength and Security of Great Britain depending chiefly 


on its Naval Power, the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature has ſhewed 


a peculiar Concern for the Comfort and Happineſs of ſuch infirm 
and diſabled Seamen, as have been engaged in the Service of the 
Royal Navy: But for Seamen employ'd only in the Service of the 
Merchant, and Trading Part of the Kingdom, or the Wives and 


Families of ſuch, in Diſtreſs by Sickneſs, no deſirable Publick 


Proviſion has yet been made, or particularly inſtituted for their 
Relief. Nor are our numerous, poor, induſtrious Manufacturers, 


and Artificers, or their Wives and Children, by any particular 


Donations or Eſtabliſhment, ſufficiently provided for, under the 
Calamity of bodily Diſeaſes and Caſualties z tho' in ſuch afflicting 
and melancholy Circumſtances, they are incapable of . provid- 


ing for themſelves or Families by their uſual Labour and In-

duſtry. —— 
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Theſe Conſiderations have induced many benevolent and pub. 
lick- ſpirited Noblemen, Gentlemen, Merchants, and others, to 
turn their Thoughts upon raiſing, by publick Subſcription, a 
Lonpon INFIRMARY, where Britiſb Sailors in the Merchant- 
Service, their Wives and Children, and poor Britiſb Manufacturers, 
their Wives and Children, are daily admitted, and find Relief in 
Diſtreſs by Sickneſs or Caſualties: And this without any Difficulty 
or Expence of Admittance. . 
In order to anſwer the Ends propoſed, à proper Houſe was taken 
in Preſcot-ſtreet, Goodman's-Fields, which Situation was judged 
the moſt convenient, as being near the uſual Abodes of Manu- 


facturers and Seafaring Men in the Merchant-Service, and at a 
conſiderable Diſtance from any Hoſpital. . 


The Society for carrying on this laudable Undertaking conſiſts 


of a Preſident, Vice-Preſident, and Treaſurer, annually elected 


out of the moſt conſiderable Benefactors to this Charity; and of 
ſuch Perſons who by giving a Benefaction of 30 Guineas or more 
at one time, become Governors for Life; as likewiſe ſuch who 
ſubſcribe five Guineas or more a Year to this Charity, and are 


thereby entitled to be Governors during ſuch Subſcription. 


A General Court of Governors is held four times a Tear; 
namely, in the Months of March, June, September, and December, 
to take the Reports of the Committees, elect a Houſe Committee 


for the enſuing Quarter, inſpe& Accounts, and tranſact ſuch other 


Buſineſs as may then be laid before them. And at the General 


Court in March, the Preſident, Vice-Preſident, Treaſurer, and o-

2 
A Phyſical Committee, conſiſting of all the Phyſicians, Sur- PHical Com- 
geons, Apothecaries, Druggiſts, and Chemiſts, who are Governors 

of this Infirmary, meet once a Month to Examine all Medicines 

and Drugs brought into the Diſpenſary, and no Drugs or Medi- 

cines are ſuffered to be uſed without their Approbation. L 

| Two Governors are appointed Houſe Viſitors by the Commit- 7;#trs. 

tee, for one Fortnight, whoſe Buſineſs is to attend every Thurſday 

and Saturday, and at ſuch other times as they think proper, to 

inſpect into the Management and Conduct of the Houſe, during 

the Interval of the Meetings of the Houſe Committee. 


Two Phyſicians, a Surgeon in Ordinary, and an Afliſtant P}z4cian and

pounds and Diſpenſes all Medicines uſed there, and ſolely attends 
the Buſineſs thereof. 
And as the Governors of this Charity are deſirous that the ut- Chap/aiv. 
moſt Regard may be had to the Souls of the Patients, as well 
as their Bodies, a Clergyman of the Church of England has gene- 
Wo Te, rouſly 
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rouſly undertaken, without any Gratuity, to read Prayers, and 


perform the other Duties of his Function, at the Infirmary. 

A Steward, a grave, ſober Man, who gives Security for his 
Integrity, has the Charge of the Houſe and Furniture, keeps an 
Account of every Thing brought to or expended in the Houſe 
and ſubjects the ſame to the daily Examination of the Viſitors, and 
Houſe-Committee, and has the Inſpection likewiſe of the Con- 


duct of all the Men-Servants.—A Matron, a diſcreet Woman, has 


the Direction of the Nurſes and other Women-Servants, and ſees 


the Diet and Medicines adminiſtred according to Order. Under 
her, are Nurſes, and Watchers, in Proportion to the Number of 
Patients, of experienced Honeſty and Tenderneſs, who are 


guided by written Orders to prevent Miſconduct of any kind. 


Proper Diet for the Patients has been ſettled by the Gentlemen of 


the Faculty engaged in this Charity, and is fixed up in the Wards 
for the Satisfaction of the Patients and their Friends.
